The plane, which had 
80 passengers and crew aboard at 
the time, was seized by six or more 
terrorists on the flight to Jujuy.

Former Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell will be the leadoff 
witness.

Lapham, asked Sirica to make it 
clear in the immunity order that the

At stops in Santiago, Chile, and 
Lima, Peru, the hijacker allowed 
more than half of the passengers, 
many of them women and children, 
to leave the jet. 
When the plane left Lima for 
Panama City, officials said, 26 
persons remained on board. 
Passengers freed in Santiago said 
a lone hijacker pulled a sawed off 
shotgun from beneath his jacket and 
seized the plane over Argentina. 
Other passengers said there was 
more than one hijacker, and an 
airline spokesman in Lima said the 
pilot reported six hijackers.

Santiago, a hijacker freed half the 
p a sse n g e r s 
and 
dem anded 
sandwiches, soft drinks and a flight 
plan to Havana. 
“We are giving them what they 
want,” authorities said. 
Later, in Lima, officials sent 40 
trays of food aboard the plane after 
five passengers were permitted to 
leave.

General Kurt Waldheim said the 
world organization was studying 
changes in its dollar-based budget 
system 
because of the dollar’s 
recent woes. 
“The question is whether we 
should stick to the dollar as our 
guiding currency,” Waldheim said. 
While the dollar slid up and down 
on European markets in trading to 
mid-day, French Finance Minister 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing said the 
monetary upheavals which have 
rocked the international financial 
system this year posed as a major 
threat to the West.

Court salary legislation urged by grand ¡ury ^ v y rioting^" 


The Board of Supervisors will be asked to 
take action on a grand jury resolution 
calling for introduction of state legislation 
to provide that the salary of the county 
court 
administrator 
and 
other court 
attaches may only be fixed or changed with 
approval of the supervisors. 
A copy of the grand jury resolution 
adopted June 26 has been filed with the 
supervisors, 
along 
with 
related 
information 
provided 
by 
Presiding 
Superior Judge Floyd C. Dodson. 
Court Administrator Allen Abersman 
recently was granted a salary boost of 
more than 25 percent over his prevailing 
$19,920 salary by order of the judges, and 


although the county supervisors expressed 
concern, 
the 
county 
counsel’s 
office 
informed them they would have to pay the 
increase or incur a court order served on 
the auditor. 
The grand jury earlier had called on the 
judges to defer the pay raise until more 
information could be gotten to the jurors, 
and the supervisors agreed with this stand. 


Judge Dodson points out Abersman did 
not receive a salary adjustment last year 
and would have received none this year on 
the basis of recommendations before the 
Board of Supervisors although other county 
employes received general salary increase 
during that period of 9.6 percent. 


Judge Dodson points out that “ it should 
be recognized that the power of the court to 
fix the salary of its executive officer is the 
power of the court to determine his level of 
competence.” 
The supervisors “ may wish to seek 
advice from county counsel concerning the 
constitutional issue insofar as it relates to 
the separation of powers doctrine,” he 
showed. 


Abersman, Judge Dodson continued, has 
also achieved highly positive results in 
bringing about reduction in trial court 
delay, and such high performance should 
be 
recognized 
“ in 
consideration 
of 
executive salaries.” 


Judge Dodson claimed the judges at their 
annual meeting in April had “ extensive 
salary survey data before them” which 
was given thorough study before the court 
administrator’s new salary was set. 


The grand jury resolution noted that the 
government 
code 
provides 
that 
any 
Superior Court with seven or more judges 
as in Santa Barbara County may appoint an 
executive officer whose salary “ shall be 
fixed by the court and shall be paid by the 
county in which he serves.” 
But it further noted that such a court 
officer was being paid out of county tax 
funds and “ should be subject to the control 
of the Board of Supervisors.”

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Export control of livestock feeds broadened 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The administration today 
broadened its export control program for livestock feeds in 
a further move to keep adequate supplies on hand this 
summer for U.S. producers of meat, milk and poultry. 
Expanding on last week’s export crackdown which in­ 
volved soybeans and cottonseeds —and animal feed meals 
made from those crops — Commerce Secretary Frederick 
B. Dent today placed controls on 41 commodities including 
other livestock protein feeds, animal fats and edible oils. 


No controls were placed on corn, the basic livestock feed 
grain which remains freely available for export despite 
speculation it may be subject to control later if demand 
continues to increase. But corn gluten feed, a high-protein 


byproduct, was added to the control list. 
Dent said the action to expand controls was needed 
because foreign buyers, finding U.S. soybean shipments 
suddenly limited until fall, were increasing orders for other 
high-protein feed supplements like peanuts, sunflower, 
linseed and safflower meals, alfalfa and meat meals, and 
prepared livestock feeds. 


The new controls, like those imposed earlier on soybeans 
and cottonseed, are designed to protect U.S. supplies until 
farmers harvest what officials hope will be recora 1973 corn 
and soybean crops. Administration spokesmen hope these 
crops will be big enough to fuel expanded livestock 
production at home to help reduce food inflation with

The export control orders, including a decision to allow 
shipment this summer of only half the 66 million bushels of 
soybeans contracted for the period, has brought sharp 
protest from Germany and Japan, whose consumers will be 
affected by the cutback. 


Dent said that under an export licensing system for the 41 
commodity categories covered by today's action, the 
government will permit shipment of all orders accepted on 
or before June 13th for export before Oct I. 
However, Dent said orders accepted after June 13 for 
shipment between now and Oct. 1 will be subject to 
restriction. He said no export licenses will be issued until a 


new system ot shipping allot'ations —which presumablv 
could allow export of a portion of the orders —is announced 
“ subsequently.” 
Officials said a determination on licensing of anv exports 
earmarked for shipment after Oct. 1 will be made later.

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Rights for the taxpayer 


The interest in protecting the rights of citizens which has 
evoked much legislation and numerous court decisions, 
often to the advantage of the criminal, is being directed to a 
heretofore neglected but long suffering segment of society. 
This is the taxpayers who, guilty of no law violations, 
nevertheless are often subjected to harassment and 
penalties at the hands of tax authorities. 
A bill authored bv Senator James Q. Wedworth strikes at 
the very heart of the problem 
It would remove the 
presumption of tax liability which is now applied when a 
taxpayer is subjected to an arbitrary levy. 
What Wedworth’s bill would do is require the taxing 
agency to prove the liability. It would permit the courts to 
review administrative actions in such matters. 
Wedworth calls it a “ taxpayer’s equal rights” bill. 
“ It is a keystone principle of American justice that a 
person accused of even the most serious crime is innocent 
until proven guilty,” Wedworth explained. “ But that 
principle of justice is ignored in tax cases by the very 
public officials who should defend it.” 
Despite vigorious oppostion of tax officials the measure 
has been approved by the Senate. Los Angeles Assessor 
Phillip Watson claimed the bill would have a tremendous 
impact on property assessment practices. He argued that it 
was unconstitutional because “ it violates the presumption 
that the actions of government are legal until proven in 
court to be otherwise.” 
Wedworth argues that the present presumption is 
unconstitutional because it places the burden upon the 
taxpayer to prove he does not owe the taxes which have 
been assessed. 
Just how the bill would affect taxpayers if it is finally 
M 
assed is subject to wide differences of opinion. Despite 
/atson’s objections Wedworth does not feel it would make 
any 
significant 
changes 
in 
overall 
property 
tax 
administration 
But there are other areas where it undoubtedly will bring 
a welcome relief. Most notable of these would be in the 
field of sales and use taxation, and be of particular benefit 
to small businessmen 
For the current practices of the Board of Equalization 
sales tax administrators is to audit such payments by 
formula If the taxes paid do not equal these arbitrary 
standards, the taxpayer is confronted with an assessment 
He IS then put to the expense of appealing the tax and has 
the burden of proving he doesn’t owe it But his appeal is 
made to the very people who made the assessment If he 
loses there he can appeal to the courts but again the burden 
of proof IS upon him and as Wedworth argues and Watson 
concedes, the courts lean to the presumption the tax agency 
is right 
Another inequity in the present administration of taxes 
which the Wedworth bill seeks to overcome is the practice 
of the authorities to levy an assessment arbitrarily and 
execute a lien on the individual’s property or bank 
accounts It may well be that the taxpayer doesn’t owe 
anything but with his assets tied up without ever having had 
a nearing he finds himself without credit and unable to 
continue in business.

raft for 117 days 


SEOUL, Korea (U PI) — A British couple who spent 117 
days adrift in a life raft in the Pacific Ocean has been 
rescued by a South Korean fishing boat, the ship’s captain 
reported Wednesday. 
The skipper said in a radio report to the Korean Marine 
Industry Development Corp. that Mr. and Mrs. Michael C. 
Bailey of Southampton, England, were picked up June 30 
and were recovering from severe malnutrition and ex­ 
haustion. 
The Korean corporation relayed the skipper’s report to 
newsmen. 
According to the report, Bailey, 41, and his 32-year-old 
wife were removed from the sea by the fishing boat Wolmi 
off the west coast of Guatemala. 
They had been adrift since March 4, when their eight-ton 
yacht Auralyn sank in the Pacific 400 miles off Acapulco, 
Mexico. 
At the time the ship sank, the couple was en route to New 
Zealand on a sailing tour around the globe, the Wolmi 
reported Given the location, it was possible the boat 
entered the Pacific through the Panama Canal. 


Fallout may arrive Friday 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Clouds carrying fallout from 
China’s June 26 H-bomb test have stalled over the Pacific 
Ocean but may reach the United States on Friday, the 
Atomic Energy Commission says. 
An AEC spokesman said Wednesday the clouds originally 
had been expected over Northern California and Oregon on 
Wednesday or Thursday. 
There is no estimate of the intensity of the fallout but 
earlier in Japan there were reports that radiation was at 
least 2,000 times above normal there because of the fallout. 
Scientists said that radiation at that level presents no 
immediate threat to humans. 
In their 15th nuclear test, the Chinese detonated an 
atmospheric bomb of two or three megatons, a megaton 
having the force of one million tons of dynamite. 
It was the first Chinese nuclear test since March 1972.

SAN CLEM ENTE, CALIF. (U PI) - Julie Nixon Eisen- 
hower, an outspoken supporter of her father during the 
Watergate scandal, celebrates her 25th birthday today sur­ 
rounded by family and friends at the Western White House. 
The President’s younger daughter told reporters that 
birthdays in the first family are celebrated with “ funny 
cards and flowers.” But if she could have one gift it would 
be “ a look into the future ... to know more of what I ’m doing 
with my life and what David (Eisenhower) is doing and 
where we’re going.” 
The vivacious brunette has been a self-appointed public 
defender of her father during the Watergate scandal and 
has criss-crossed the country, speaking in his behalf. 
“ I really did it on my own,” she explained, including 
writing many of her own speeches. In the past year, she has 
made 150 public appearances and “ when Watergate came 
along I decided not to curtail anything ... and I was doing 
even more than before.” 


WOODLAND HILLS, Calif (U PI) — Harry Oliver, who 
won an Oscar the first year they were given, told his 
doctors he wanted to die on the Fourth of July. He did. 
A heart condition Wednesday claimed the life of Oliver, 
85, at the Motion Picture Country House and Hospital. 


When he was admitted a month ago, he told friends and 
doctors that he expected to die on the national holiday, and 
that was when he wanted to go, the hospital said. 


Oliver won two Academy Awards as an art director, 
working on some of the classic pictures of the 1920s and 
1930s, but in recent years was better known as the 
“ Commander of Ft. Oliver" and publisher«editor-printer- 
jamtor of the Desert Rat Scrapbook, circulation 30,000 


Born in Hastings, Minn., Oliver quit school in the fourth 
grade because I was such a lousy speller,” he once recal­ 
led He remained a lousy speller into his newspaper days 
and once replied to a reader who complained about the poor 
spelling and printing of the Desert Rat Scrapbook, “ for 
such a small paper I give you a generous amount of 
typograhical errors.”

PALM SPRINGS, Calif. 
(U PI) — The “ One Horse 
Fire,” the worst to strike 
California this year, has 
been 
declared 
contained 
after a five-day battle. The 
fire still burns and forestry 
officials are still looking for 
men with both firefighting 
and 
mountain 
climbing 
experience. 
Although the blaze is now 
ringed in, hot spots inside 
the 
perimeter 
could 
continue to burn for three or 
four weeks, officials said. 
Much of the fire is burning 
stands of pine trees in 
remote, 
almost 
inaccessible, 
wilderness 
canyons. Even helicopters 
can't land men in those 
areas, fire officials have 
said. They are canvassing 
the 
Western 
states 
for 
seasoned rock climbers with 
fire 
fighting 
experience—the only men 
with the skills to clamber 
hundreds of feet down sheer 
cliffs and then cut a fire 
break ahead of pine-fed 
flames. 
The fire consumed more 
than 10,000 acres of brush 
and forest, burned more 
than a million board feet of 
timber and cost about $1 
million in destroyed timber, 
ruined 
watershed, 
fire­ 
fighting funds and other 
expenses, according to the 
U.S. Forest Service and the 
state Division of Forestry. 
The blaze was begun near 
One Horse Springs on the 
Morongo 
Indian 
Reservation Saturday by 
children 
playing 
with 
fireworks. 


• State and federal forestry 
officials fielded an army of 
1.500 men, and mounted 
what they described as the 
biggest helicopter operation 
in the area to ferry them to 
mountain areas. 


The blaze burned through 
brushland and then flamed 
into high timber country, 
racing through pine trees 
more than 100 feet tall and 
climbing to an elevation of 
6.500 
feet.

12 helicopters to 
chase it as it moved higher 
into the mountains, snaking 
through isolated canyons of 
the

Kissenger to head for 
Peking again next month 


SAN 
CLEM ENTE, Calif. 
(UPI) - 
President Nixon is dispatching Henry A. 
Kissinger to Peking again next month 
apparently to enlist Premier Chou En-lai’s 
support in a negotiated settlement of the 
Cambodian conflict. 
Diplomatic observers speculated that 
Kissinger also may urge Chou to pick up 
Nixon’s invitation to visit Washington, 
perhaps this autumn during the United 
Nations’ General Assembly meeting. 
Although the date is not yet .set, 
Kissinger’s 
sixth 
trip 
to 
the China 
mainland was being arranged as Nixon 
prepared to confer Friday at the California 
White House with Huang Chen, China's 
chief diplomat in Washington. Huang, who 
last met with Nixon on May 30, a day after 
he arrived in the United States, was being 
flown here today in a presidential jet. 


The session with Huang was expected to 
cover 
the 
gamut 
of 
Sino-American 


relations, with the President and Kissinger 
reviewing the results of the recent summit 
meeting with Soviet leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev to keep Washington diplomacy 
with the Communist superpowers in 
balance. 
The timing of Kissinger’s journey to the 
Chinese capital coincided with Nixon's 
race against an Aug. 15 deadline imposed 
by Congress, to halt the bombing of 
Cambodia. Although he rejected such 
opportunities in the past, Kissinger was 
expected to confer with Prince Sihanouk, 
the exiled Cambodian leader who may be 
able to rally opposition forces to begin 
peace negotiations with the Lon Nol 
government. 
Kissinger has stressed the “ complexity’’ 
of a negotiated settlement in Cambodia on 
grounds the leadership of the warring 
factions is fragmented. Dealing with 
Sihanouk would signal a change in tne U.S. 
position on the approach to a cease-fire.

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U. of Utah studies 'ghetto living' 


Poverty: not even a nice place to visit 


(Editor's Note: Departing from routine cur­ 
riculum, a University of Utah summer school 
health class recently moved into the streets 
in an attempt to learn first hand the co m ­ 
plexities of being poor in America. Thirty- 
three participants, including students, Utah 
legislators and ordinary citizens, were a l­ 
lowed 20 cents a day for 96 hours of “ghetto 
living.” Tom Tiede was there to record the 
following observations.)

SALT 
LAKE 
CITY 
(NEA) — There was a touch 
of social voyeurism about the 
entire affair Health professor 
and project director Marshall 
Kreuter said at the outset that 
he was distressed that his 
experiment might be con­ 
strued as “ playing zoo. 
He 
did not want either watchees 
or watchers to get the idea 
“ us people up here are eye- 
balling those people down 
there ’’ 


But eyeballing. indeed, was 
the name of the game And it 
was a game. Participants 
were assigned some fairly 
realistic 
experiences 
(alcoholic wards, skid row 
flop houses, the Salt Lake 
County jail) — but except for 
the smells and visual impres­ 
sions, few participants be­ 
came absorbed enough to for­ 
get the realities of it all Here 
they were, secure, mostly 
middle 
class 
people 
who 
might sympathize with the 
less fortunate but never really 
comprehend their wretched­ 
ness. 


Some of the participants, 
actually, 
were 
downright 
dumb or even callous concern­ 
ing the conditions of poverty. 
One 18-year-old lass, walking 
into a rescue mission dormito­ 
ry, seeing rows of three-tiered 
bunks waiting for the eve­ 
ning’s derelicts, gulped and 
said with feeling. “Oh, this is 
very nice." Another partici­ 
pant. on witnessing a drunken 
Indian with a massive goiter, 
cracked: “ What's that on his 
neck? How ugly “ 


Yet for the drawbacks, a*nd 
despite the collegiate-chic 
aura of the study (students 
described the project as. ugh, 
a “ ghetto live-m ”), the four- 
day. four-night workshop was 
valuable in that it was pre­ 
cisely voyeuristic. Dozens of 
haves took a peek at thou­ 
sands of have-nots. The occa­ 
sion afforded a rare glimpse 
at the desperation of the low­ 
est forms of American poor — 
the transients, the derelicts, 
the nonresidents, the marginal 
workers, the ne’er-do-wells. 


“ We don t get the common 
poor." one skid row poverty 
worker explained to the work­ 
shop 
“ Most of the people 
here are nonresidents and do 
not qualify for welfare. If you 
live in a town and have hard 
times you generally know 
where to go for help. But 
what if you don t live in a 
town, don’t live anywhere? 
What if you’re a migrant or a 
passer through? A lot of these 
people can’t even find the pub­ 
lic urinals. ’* 


George Lewis was a fair 
example of the poverty work­ 
er s point Married, three chil­ 


dren. he recently left Texar­ 
kana ( “ There wasn't any 
work there') heading north 
“ I didn't have no money, only 
a couple of gasoline credit 
cards. So about the time we 
got to Wyoming my family 
was getting hungry as hell 


Lewis stopped at a Salva­ 
tion Army in Green River and 
was told to move on. By the 
time he got to Casper, his 
exhausted 
children 
were 
crying. 
“ I went into another Salva­ 
tion Army and they said they 
didn’t 
have 
funds 
to 
feed 
travelers. I said, God man. 
then just feed my kids; my 
wife and I will stay in the car, 
just feed my kids But they 
wouldn’t.’’ 


The Lewis family traveled 
on to Salt Lake City hungry. 
“ Many times we felt like stop­ 
ping on the side of the road 
and killing a cow and eating 
the damn thing raw " 


Fortunately, Lewis got a 
break in Salt Lake His family 
was taken in by the town's 
sleazy side Rescue Mission 
He found a job. Talked a real­ 
tor out of a home, with a de­ 
layed first month s rent. And 
is now apparently on the way 
to better living. 


But the Lewis story could 
just as easily have gotten 
worse instead of better. Said 
Lauren Simms of the Salt 
Lake 
Rescue 
Mission; 
“ George has a trade, he's a 
mechanic, so we had som e­ 
thing to work with A lot of 
others coming through don’t 
have anything at all going for 
them Thus, lacking skills and 
often ambition, America's 
transients too often get on a 
skid row cycle — and many of 
them, said Simms, c a n ’t get 
off. 


Looking for work, or green­ 
er 
grass, 
or 
whatever, 
hundreds of thousands of 
Americans wander from town 
to town in an almost vectored 
course of futility. They arrive, 
say in Salt Lake City, only to 
immediately search out the 
slums. 


Why the slums? 


“ Hell. I can't go down­ 
town.’’ said 29-year-old Jairo 
Hernandez, “ the cops'll haul 
me in for sure I ain’t got no 
good clothes. I look like a 
bum. I don’t even got a r a z ­ 
o r . ’ 
Besides, Hernandez is 
Chicano, a handicap he be­ 
lieves “ is like climbing a lad­ 
der with one leg. The only 
ones in these towns that'il 
accept me are here " 


Even skid row does not 
always accept freely. Help 
and companionship in the 
slums are often attached to 
strings. In Ogden, Utah, for 
example, the rescue mission 
is pointedly more interested in 
men's souls than men’s stom­ 
achs The crusty mission di­ 
rector, Rev. Forrest Stinson. 
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waving his hand over his wino 
flock, said 


“ These men do not need 
jobs. They do not need money 
They need God' If a man 
comes to me for help, he must 
accept God as his savior 
That's what I’m interested in 
— getting them on the Road 
To Victory “ 


The road. then, is even 
tough in the slums ( “ I hate to 
bury a wino,” said Rev Stin­ 
son, “ what can you say over a 
b u m ?’’) But skid row is still 
the only place for many poor 
to go. 


There, at least, the grubby 
and beaten-down transient can 
hope for work Work, that is, 
of a peculiar sort One Salt 
Lake Mission worker, Bill 
Byers, believes the skid rows 
of America run modern day 
“ slave markets.” Well mean­ 
ing 
poverty 
agencies 
or 
church-affiliated groups scour 
the cities daily for job open­ 
ings and then pass them along 
to the needy. 


“ But the jobs usually pay 
about $1 50 or $1 65 an hour, 
so a guy still can t see day­ 
light. They work a couple 
days, or 10-12 hours, and 
they've earned maybe $15-16 
Half of that goes for two 
night's lodging A few bucks 
more for food. And consider­ 
ing where most of these peo­ 
ple stay, they may get rolled 
for the rest. So they're right 


back where they started 


After a few years of this 
cycle, many w anderers suc­ 
cumb to the inevitable booze 


“ It works." sighed addic­ 
tion specialist Jeffrey Simp­ 
son. “ it they drink enough 
they soon forget how misera­ 
ble they are “ 


Utah has at least 29.000 al­ 
coholics at present, the nation 
more than seven million Only 
a small percentage of the 
winos wind up on the street, 
but the statistics of those who 
don t do not detract from the 
fate of those who do 


Salt Lake's McArthur Park 
is crowded with drunks in the 
summer They come to lay in 
the shade, to relieve them ­ 
selves in the open-stall toilets, 
to be near their kind 


“ I ’m a goddamn drunk 
said the Indian with the goiter 
to one workshop student, 
“ anything else you want to 
know9’’ 


The student nodded How is 
it to love a life eternally in­ 
toxicated. to never have a 
home, to never change your 
underwear, to seldom rest the 
bottle long enough for even a 
shower9 Pressed, the Indian 
indicated he was in no mood 
for an inquisition. 


“ What do you drink'’' asked 
the student 


“ Anything 


“ Like what9' 


I like hair tonic best 


End of questions and of 
answers 


Eventually, of course, socie­ 
ty comes to grips with the 
derelicts, the transients, the 
skid row wanderers 
Mostly, 
society puts them in jail Sat­ 
urday night in Salt Lake City's 
slam is comeuppance time for 
the have-nots. Officers round 
the bums up. for such things 
as vagrancy, wobbling down 
the street, or overdue bills, 
then toss them in a clink not 
unlike many U.S. clinks — 
nicely designed and m ani­ 
cured on the outside, facing 
the public, but engineered 
only for tilth and discomfort 
on the inside where the public 
cannot see 


The study group spent one 
night seeing what the public 
does not 
A drunk in a local 
tank screaming about crawl­ 
ing worms. A lad, arrested for 
sleeping nude in the park, tell­ 
ing everyone he was Jesus 
Christ A young man laying on 
a cot. bleeding at the nose and 
forehead, mumbling about po­ 
lice brutality 
A man in a 
sport coat implying he had 
been arrested in error, that he 
did not belong with the others 
A mess in the corner, moan­ 
ing. coming down from LSD 


If they had money, they 
could have legally bailed out 
But they did not have money. 
That's part of the cycle They 
were in because thev did not

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have money, they stayed in 
because they did not have 
money 


“ Money." said* one. 
that s 
the answer. 


So they stayed all night. 15 
men to 10 cell bunks, in a 
room that reeked of vomit, 
waiting until morning when 
they would be herded, unshav­ 
en and filthy, to a judge who 
only had to glance at them to 
know 
they 
were 
guilty 
of 
something 


“ A lot of them plead not 
guilty." said a cop. "it doesn t 
help 
The judge hasn t got 
time for that kind of crap lie 
runs them through as quick as 


possible Anyway, they only 
get a few days t h e n they'll 
be back out drinking again " 


The cycle, of course, does 


not go on forever The reali­ 
ties of life break the ne’er-do- 
well’s routine The vagrant is 
run out of town, the marginal 
worker robs a store and is 
sent oft to prison, the alcohol­ 
ic continues his abuse, as add 
iction specialist Simpson says 
it. 
until he quits drinking, 
goes crazy or dies 
Were it 
not tor this natural weeding 
(including, to be sure, men 
who get lucky get jobs and 
get going i A m e r ic a s skid 
rows would be vastly larger 
blights 


AS it is the nation s skid 
rows are bad enough 
And 
despite the transparencies of 
the ghetto live-in workshop, 
despite the Peeping Tom na 
ture of such a peripheral 
study, several participants 
were shaken bv what they 
witnessed 


One girl assigned to sleep in 
an alcoholic rehabilitation 
center woke up screaming at 
imaginary intruders An older 
participant, approached in a 
Soul Food 
cafe by a whore 
with a missing tooth ran out 
before eating his grits, anoth 
er student black, said he was 
denied the use of his hyperten­ 
sion pills during a night in 
jail 
What it 1 would have real­ 
ly been sick and needed the 
pills? 1 could have died tor all 
the cops cared I bet people 
do die in there 


Indeed, people do die from 
neglect in jails just as they 
do in slums And seeing it. or 
at least sensing it. was the

“ The secret is to keep the 
legs relaxed. The minute I 
feel my legs stiffening up, I 
don’t turn as well and I can’t 
feel loose and smooth. I can 
just look out because I know 
I ’ll hit the ball all over the 
place. 
“ Tension, particularly in 
the legs, is the greatest single 
fault which will cause a man 
to lose control over his golf 
shots — and his disposition. It 
may help to realize that this 
leg tension is more of a men­ 
tal than physical state. 
“ If I feel it, I keep trying to 
move my legs freely during 
the swing. Maybe it takes a 
little more concentration on 
the mechanics of good foot­ 
work, but a good game of golf 
is worth the effort.”

Tibblin’s

American riders into world 
class competitors, and it is 
at his school where this 
process should begin, in his 
estimation.

said. 
“They 
don’t 
know 
what they are doing. They 
have no feeling for what it 
takes to win. 
“The 
most 
important 
thing to do in moto-cross is 
be relaxed. It makes you 
agile like a dancer. It is 
very difficult to learn to 
relax. It can take maybe 
five years to learn 
Many 
riders never learn. 
“1 was so bad when I 
started racing, so slow. But 
I watched the other guys, 
and 
I 
went 
home 
and 
practiced around the house. 
Because I had to work so 
hard to be good, I think I am 
a better teacher.” 
Tibblin’s basic five-day 
c o u r s e 
b e g i n s 
w i t h 
calisthenics and a one-to 
three-mile run. For students 
not in shape, he starts them 
briskly walking three miles. 
His

includes

rest 
periods, and he declares, 
“ Really 
rest!”

He is dead set against 
drinking, smoking and drugs 
in any form. His contention, 
based on an experiment he 
witnessed in Sweden, is that 
riders do not perform at 
their best for a long time 
after they have sobered up 
from being drunk.

are there to learn riding

discipline

That’s why living at his 
camp is essential to the 
instruction. 
Rider 
skill 
levels 
are 
unimportant to Tibblin at 
the start of any session. He 
teaches 
beginners 
and 
champions with equal ease. 
It’s something to consider 
for a week’s rest from the 
little monster next door or 
even one living in your own 
home.

Watergate bred in '60s? 


Watergate has been a cruel blow to those 
young people who have been resisting the 
radical and “ counterculture” temper of 
their 
generation, 
thinks 
New 
York 
University professor Irving Kristol. 
In the past few years, he says, young 
people have needed considerable courage 
to affirm publicly not only their support of 
President Nixon but of certain traditional 
values, like patriotism. Now, he laments, 
they have been rewarded with personal 
humiliation and political shame. 
The charge is quite valid, and while it 
can be pointed out that a great many older 
Americans may share the feelings of 
humiliation and shame, young people, 
being young, no doubt feel them more 
acutely. 
Yet on this question of disillusionment 
and 
deceit, 
some 
recent 
Watergate 
com m ittee 
testimony 
is 
extrem ely 
pertinent. 
The witness was Jeb Stuart Magruder, 
former deputy director of the Committee 
for the Re-election of the President (and it 
was CREP, let it never be forgotten, not 
the GOP which engineered the Watergate 
break-in and other assorted depredations 
against the democratic process). 
Pressed by Sen. Howard H. Baker, R- 
Tenn., to explain why he, Magruder, and 
the others that Magruder had implicated 
had done what they had done, approving 
burglary and then compounding it with 
perjury, when they knew all along that it 
was wrong. Magruder spoke of a kind of 
erosion of moral sense, if not common 
sense, in the men pledged to serve the 
President. 
He spoke of witnessing “ continuing 
violations of the law” by men like William 
Sloane Coffin, from whom he had once 
taken a course in ethics. At a rally on the 
grounds of the Washington Monument, 
Coffin, now a chaplain at Yale University,

urged students to burn their draft cards 
and demonstrate against the government. 
Magruder also spoke of a “ certain 
atmosphere’ that developed in the White 
House, the feeling that if the dissenters 
could break the law, then it was legitimate 
to fight fire with fire. 
None of this, of course, is any defense 
whatsoever. 
It also ignores the vast 
difference between the activities of the 
antiwar dissenters, which for the most 
part were public and open, were not aimed 
at denying anyone’s civil liberties and 
invited punishment, and those of the 
Watergate 
conspirators, 
which 
were 
secret, were a betrayal of public trust and 
were capped with elaborate attem pts to 
cover up and evade responsibility and 
punishment. 
Nevertheless, Magruder’s testimony is 
the first real evidence we have had of the 
deeper effects of the years of dissent. 
There never was any danger that the 
antiwar dissenters or even the more 
violent 
radicals 
could 
overthrow the 
government. 
Yet 
by 
practicing 
the 
breaking of the law in the name of a higher 
morality, by glorifying simple vandalism 
or hooliganism, by creating such distrust 
and tension on one campus that National 
Guardsmen could turn and shoot down 
their own contemporaries, the antiwar 
movement created a psychic environment 
in which the Watergate conspirators could 
breed. 
It will remain for historians to judge 
which was responsible for inflicting the 
most grievous wound on the body of 
American democracy — Watergate or the 
righteous lawlessness of the 1960s. 
Magruder at least told the investigating 
senators that he had learned that “ two 
wrongs don’t make a right.” This is far 
more than has ever been conceded by 
some of the spokesmen for the dissenters.

Nixon impasse: Precedent I 


The President s veto of the bill 
depriving him of funds with which to 
continue the bombing of Cambodia 
is, on my reading, justified It is the 
use, by a Commander-in-Chief, of 
the powers at his disposal to permit 
him to execute his duties as he sees 
them. Specifically he believes that 
the Paris cease fire, and then our 
entire involvement in the Vietnam 
war, and finally our credibility as a 
peacemaker, are threatened 
But 
critics of the Vietnam war are as 
anxious by any means to paralyze 
the Executive, as the Executive is to 
complete what he views as the 
American mission in Indochina. 
The rhetoric is, to 
say 
the 
le a st, 
escalating, and the 
New York Times 
London 
encephalophone 
is 
getting very nearly 
hysterical. “ Unless 
events 
somehow 
dissipate the clash 
be tw ee n 
the 
President and the 
Congressional 
majority, the talk of 
impeachment must 
now take a new and 
more 
immediate 
ground For in the 
ultimate, if there is 
no other resolution, 
Congress is 
faced 
with 
an 
attempt 
at 
a 
Presidential coup d’etat It must 
consider its own ultimate weapon ” 
These are grim and menacing 
words. One is tempted to discount 
them on the grounds that Mr. 
Anthony Lewis’ opposition 
to the 
use of force in Indochina is so total, 
he would no doubt himself vote for 
bombing 
the 
White 
House 
if 
necessary to stop it. But we do have, 
rolling in towards us, a House of 
R epresentatives, 
the 
Senate, 
completely dominated by doves, 
instantly reiterated its veto of funds 


for Cambodia as a rider on a general 
money 
bill 
necessary 
for 
the 
extension of government life. And it 
is left now for Mr. 
Nixon to 
maneuver. 
He 
could, 
according 
to 
one 
Constitutional view of the matter, 
use funds appropriated for the 
military 
in another theater, to 
continue the bombing in Cambodia 
— 
on 
the 
grounds 
that 
as 
Commander-in-Chief he must assert 
the 
priorities. 
Reduced 
to 
battlefield proportions, you cannot 
have yourself a general and then 
instruct him to fire only against the 
enemy perched on the left flank, and 
not at all on the enemy perched to 
the right. You do not then have a 
general, you have a courier of sorts, 
and the Congress has become the 
Commander-in-Chief. 
Critics of Mr. Nixon are saying, in 
effect, 
that 
the 
bombing 
of 
Cambodia is a military adventure de 
novo, not integrally related to the 
Vietnam war which was officially 
sanctioned by the Gulf of Tonkin 
Resolution, at least until its repeal 
Nixon’s position is that in the first 
place 
that 
resolution 
was 
not 
necessary, but that the war having 
been launched, it remains to be 
completed; and in order to achieve 
its completion, the terms of the 
Paris accord must be enforced: and 
these can only be enforced by 
applying military pressures where 
necessary. 
A few weeks ago on television 
Senator 
Hubert 
Humphrey 
was 
ruminating 
about 
the 
collision 
course 
between 
Congress 
and 
Richard Nixon, and he said that it is 
a pity that there isn’t something that 
might be done short of impeachment 
and conviction of a President judged 
by the Congress to be unruly. He 
was asked whether a President had 
ever been censured. He replied no 
A professor of history at California 
State University thereupon gently 
corrected him Andrew Jackson was 


censured by the Senate in 1834. 
The circumstances of that censure 
— the exchange between Andrew 
Jackson, the defendant President, 
and 
Henry 
Clay, 
the 
chief 
prosecutor 
— 
are 
hauntingly 
relevant 
to 
today’s 
impasse. 
President Andrew Jackson believed 
that the Bank of the United States 
had 
evolved into 
a 
powerful 
monopoly bent upon subverting the 
government. 
Accordingly 
he 
ordered United States funds to be 
withdrawn from the Bank, in order 
to 
weaken 
it, 
and 
deposited 
elsewhere. His Secretary of the 
Treasury declined to follow the 
President’s instructions. Whereupon 
Jackson fired him and named Roger 
Taney 
as 
Secretary. 
Taney 
proceeded to withdraw the funds. 
And the Senate then censured the 
President of the United States. 


It is a strange picture — John 
Caulfield of the Committee to Re­ 
elect the President, holding a ladder 
in a back alley of Georgetown while 
another man at the top of the ladder 
puts a “ bug” on the telephone line of 
syndicated columnist Joe Kraft. It 
caused hilarity in the White House 
as Caulfield told the story, and 
ousted presidential counsel John 
Dean reported it to the Ervin 
com m ittee 
in 
his 
245-page 
statement. 
The big things are being taken 
care of in the Watergate shocker: 
For the second time in history 
formal 
accusations 
of criminal 
actions are being presented before a 
Congressional committee against a 
President. (Andrew Johnson was 
first). So let me tell about the little 
things, that somehow make vivid 
the atmosphere in the White House 
under Richard Nixon. 
In one corner of the executive 
office a professional housebreaker 
and 
crook, 
enlisted 
for 
the 
President’s personal Gestapo, is 
pasting together diplomatic cables 
(pressu red 
from 
the 
State 
Department) to forge a spurious 
cable, 
making 
it 
appear 
that 
President Kennedy connived in the 
assassination of Ngo Dinh Diem in 
Vietnam. The fake cable is found in 
Howard Hunt’s safe, along with 
bugging equipment — part of the 
political 
scene 
that 
includes 
wiretapping, burglary and similar 
revelries» 
Or the White House atmosphere 
that causes income tax audits of 
writers 
on 
the 
Long 
Island 
newspaper Newsday that published 
an article about the President’s 
friend C.G. Bebe’ Rebozo. Nothing 
new in that, though; the President 
smilingly tells Dean to keep a list of 
hostile newsmen in the campaign so 
that they can give them trouble 
after the election. That’s Dean’s 
story anyway. 
Actually, the moral distance is not 
very great, some will think, between 
breaking 
into 
Watergate, 
and 
inviting Federal Judge Bryne, at the 
climax of the Ellsberg case, to come 
down and visit the presidential 
offices 
and 
be 
tempted 
with 
appointment as head of the FBI. 
Here is a little tidbit from the 
story of Jim McCord who turned 
state’s evidence. Criminal lawyer 
F. Lee Bailey had been helpful in 
dealing 
with 
the 
recalcitrant 
McCord, Dean reports; he had a 
client with a cache of gold and 
wanted an arrangement to turn the 
gold over to the government without 
prosecution. It was a little too

crude, thougl. At a war council 
Mitchell addressed the request for 
assistance to 
Haldeman 
(Dean 
asserts). 
But 
in 
this 
case 
“ Haldeman was nonresponsive and 
the matter was dropped.” 
Intrigue was different in the case 
of poor, loyal Pat Gray, acting FBI 
director. He was persuaded by awe 
of the President to turn over 
confidential Watergate files to the 
White House as fast as they were 
gathered. 
Secretaries 
at 
GOP 
headquarters wouldn’t talk to the 
FBI while their bosses were present 
and demanded private interviews, 
little knowing that what they said 
went promptly back to the GOP 
again. 
Gray himself was led into the 
d i s p o s a l 
of 
i n c r i m i n a t i n g 
documents, 
taken from Howard 
Hunt’s safe and gingerly handled by 
Dean. Ehrlichman cooly told Dean 
to shred the papers and “deep six” 
the Hunt briefcase. Dean refused, 
but asked what “deep six” meant? 
Ehrlichman said, “ You drive across 
the river on your way home at night 
— don’t you?” Dean said, “ Well, 
when you cross over the bridge on 
your way home, just toss the 
briefcase into the river.” 
Dean wouldn’t “ deep six” the 
stuff but between them they got the 
trusting 
Gray 
to 
destroy 
the 
documents. 
Then the President 
made him head of the FBI. The 
Senate wouldn’t confirm. 


What 
a 
sour, 
arrogant crew 
Ehrlichman-Haldeman were! In the 
frantic 
running 
around 
for 
a 
Waterfate scapegoat (the order 
was, I believe, a “ Cuban” plot, then 
the CIA, then “ national security,” 
then John Mitchell). The proposal 
was made to hold up the FBI 
Watergate investigation lest 
it 


would somehow “ incriminate” the 
CIA. But CIA deputy director Gen. 
Walters wouldn’t play ball. The 
White House had put him there, 
Haldeman told Dean, so they “ could 
have 
some 
influence over the 
agency.” No soap, said Walters. It 
angered 
Ehrlichm an: 
What 
ingratitude! — “ push him a little 
further” he told Dean. Walters was 
stiff as a ramrod. “ He seems to 
have forgotten how he got where he 
is today,” snarled Ehrlichman. 
These are the little tidbits that tell 
more than big ones. Toward the end 
the 
White 
House 
was 
being 
b la c k m a i l e d 
by 
convicted 
Watergate conspirators demanding 
hush money — up to $1 million. 
According to Dean, anyway, the 
President told him that was no 
problem — and looked over to 
Haldeman, and repeated it. But in 
his next-to-last meeting with Dean 
(April 15) the President began 
asking him a series of leading 
questions which made Dean think 
the conversation was being taped. 
Perhaps Mr. Nixon was justified. 
Dean was by now a double-agent, 
reporting each night to government 
P 
rosecutors. Dean alleges that the 
resident corrected that comment 
about a 
“ million dollars being 
nothing to raise” ; he had of course, 
he said, only been joking. (We all 
know what a wag Nixon is.) In any 
case, Dean thought it odd that very 
near the end the President got out of 
his chair, went to the far comer of 
the office and “ in a barely audible 
tone” said that he had probably been 
foolish to discuss Hunt’s proposed 
executive clemency before a third 
party. All very strange and bizarre. 
Someday somebody is going to start 
a novel about the White House in 
1973 and give it up. Nobody would 
believe it.
